[n the ISSUES statement in the APPEAL BRIEF, found on page 4 thereof, Issue No. 4 
states "Are claims 1, 3, 5-8, 21-23 unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over the Russian patent in 
view of British Patent?" This issue inadvertently omitted the fact that the Russian patent referred to 
in this issue is not the same Russian patent referred to in Issues 2 and 3, i.e., Russian Patent RU 
2021560 CI, but rather Russian Patent RU 2045675 CI. However, the Russian patent, hereinafter 
the '675' Russian patent referred to in Issue 4, and discussed therein in the ARGUMENT in the 
BRIEF, teaches essentially the same technique for disposing of rocket motors as the Russian Patent 
RU 2021560 CI, i.e., there is a housing in which the rocket motor is disposed and the housing has 
liquid coolant provided therein with the liquid coolant being greater than the free volume of the 
housing. Thus, exactly the same arguments apply with respect to this Russian Patent RU 2045675 
CI as to the Russian Patent No. RU 2021560 CI. 
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The undersigned attorney regrets this omission to define the Russian patent, however, the 
omission does not change the arguments with respect to this rejection.
